Approval of Minutes 


Ms. Crowe noted that her name, not that of Ms. Torchia, should appear 
in the statement of the President of the Interdiscip] inary Studies 
Students Association. 


Dr. McEvenue objected to the reference of his having called quorum 
without any explanation. It was suggested that the sentence be changed 
to "Quorum was called.", 


It was moved and seconded (Brian/Wal1) to approve and adopt the minutes 
of the meeting held on February 1, 1980 as amended. Vote: CARRIED 
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Business Arising from the Minutes 

No business was brought forward. 

Chairman's Remarks 

a) The Chairman reported that at the last meeting of Senate, February 
22, 1980, the proposal for an Institute for Cooperative Education 


was approved and that the recommendation has been sent to the 
Board of Governors. 


At the same meeting the recommendation that the name of the 
Geology Medal be changed to the André Deland Medal was accepted. 


b) The Chairman announced that Dr. E. Egan will represent the Philosophy 
Department on Council during Dr. Mullett's absence. 


c) Dr. Chaikelson added that there were some very important items 


on the agenda and that if these were not resolved there would be 
a continuation of this meeting on March 14, 1980. 


Questions and Announcements 

There were none. 

Elections 

a) Arts and Science Faculty Panel (Regulations regarding cheating). 
Faculty Members 

Steering Committee's nominees were accepted. 

Mr. Lajoie nominated Prof. Macaluso. 


It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Nish) to close nominations. 
Vote: CARRIED 


Elected by acclamation to the Arts and Science Panel were E. McCullough 
(History), two years to May 31, 1982, J. Shin (Physics), and B. Wright 
(Economics) for three years to October 31, 1983, and J. Macaluso (M.L.L.) 
for two years to October 31, 1982. 


Student Members 


The students did not present a slate. They were asked to do so at 
the next meeting. 
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9. Curriculum Committee Report (ASC 80-3-D1) 


a) Graduate Courses in Physics 


80-3-5 It was moved and seconded (Dubas/Lajoie) to approve the changes 
in Physics 652 and 653. Vote: CARRIED 


Each of these courses will be split in two to become four-credit 
courses and renumbered Physics 656, 657,and Physics 658, 659. 


10. Interim Report from the Ad Hoc Committee to Study the Grading System 
as it Affects the Arts and Science Faculty (ASC-2-D3) 
It was agreed that Recommendation II in the report should be dealt 
with first given the 30-minute time limit placed on the item. Asst. 


Dean Baldwin emphasized that Recommendations I and II applied to the 
existing grading system only. 


80-3-6 It was moved and seconded (Kornblatt/Macaluso) to approve the Recom- 
mendation that during the transition period, for the purpose of cal- 
culating standing for prizes, all grades in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science which pre-date the Concordia grading system (June 1, 1977) 
will be converted according to the Sir George Williams letter grading 
scale and will be averaged on a numeric value of A (80-100)=87, B(70-79)= 75, 
C (60-69)= 65, D (50-59) = 55 and F (0-49) = 40. Vote: CARRIED 


80-3-7 It was moved and seconded (Tekel/Slack) to approve the recommendation 
that all grades in the faculty of Arts and Science be submitted using 
the Concordia letter grade scale only, commencing with the summer 
session 1980, 


Asst. Dean Baldwin pointed out that with the increasing number of stu- 
dents registering for courses on both campuses, the practice of 
allowing the numeric system only in Arts and Science on the Loyola 
Campus was confusing and cumbersome. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED (24/6/5). 


Prof. Habib asked to be recorded as having voted against the recom- 
mendation. 


To the question of what would happen to these recommendations, Mr. Martin 
answered that they should be sent to the Registrar and need not be 
endorsed by Senate, according to the authority delegated by the 
Vice-Rectors and Deans to the Registrar to allow him to make any changes 
necessary to handle the old grading system during the transition 

period.

Recommendations Regarding the Restructuring of the Centre for 
Interdisciplinary Studies (ASC 80-2-D2) 
Dr. Wall reintroduced the motion seconded by B. Petrie to approve 


items 1 - 7 in the report on Recommendations Regarding the Restruc- 
turing of the Centre for Interdisciplinary Studies. 


At the request of the Provost, Profs. R. Swedburg, Coordinator of 
Recreation and Leisure Studies, R. Sorfleet, Coordinator of Canadian 
Studies, and F, Knelman, Coordinator of Science and Human Affairs, 
were given speaking privileges. 


Dr. Wall gave a brief explanation of each recommendation in the report. 
Questioned on the functions of the programme committee (5), Dr. Wall 
replied that in effect it would be a curriculum committee for the 
programmes and in addition would be a committee which coordinators 

would use with reference to questions at issue concerning part-time con- - 
tracts. In some ways it would be analogous to, but not as powerful 

as,a department. 


It was moved and seconded (Crowe/Lajoie) to amend item 4d to "Students 
on the programme committee will be elected by students in the appro- 
priate programme and appointed by the Provost." Vote: CARRIED 


The question was called on the motion to approve items 1 - 7 as amended 
and was carried. 


It was moved and seconded (Wall/Murphy) to abolish the position on 

Council for the Centre for Interdisciplinary Studies and to replace it with 
seats for Recreation and Leisure Studies, Canadian Studies, Urban 

Studies, and Science and Human Affairs. (Item 8 of the Report). 


It was moved and seconded (Tekel/Lightstone) to amend the motion to provide 
a seat on Council for Women's Studies. 


Dr. Wall's response was that Council had voted last spring to remove 
Women's Studies from the Centre for Interdisciplinary Studies and to 
place it in the Simone de Beauvoir Institute, however, because of the dis- 
turbance that existed, he had decided not to bring that motion to Senate 
at that time, but to present it in due course. Until that happens, 

Dr. Wall suggested the motion was out-of-order. 


The question was called on the amendment and was DEFEATED. 


Prof. Petrie reminded Council that Recreation and Leisure Studies had 
just been moved to Division III with the result that they no 

longer had representation on Council. He hoped that this would 

be taken into account. 
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It was moved and seconded (Scheinberg/Brian) to table the 

motion and to refer the matter of representation for Division 

IV back to Division IV for further study, with the request 

that a report be submitted to Council next fall. Vote: CARRIED 


It was moved and seconded (Wall/Petrie) to refer the matter 
to Steering Committee rather than to Division IV for recon- 
sideration of how the Arts and Science Faculty Council is 
constituted. 


Strong objection to the motion was voiced on the ground that 
the topic under discussion was the reorganization of the 
Centre for Interdisciplinary Studies and that it should be 
the responsibility of that Division to review and recommend 
on its representation on Council. 


The Chairman suggested that the motion be taken as a "Notice 
of motion to look at the reorganization of Council", that the 
item be placed on the agenda of the next meeting for a brief 
discussion and that members come with suggestions so that 
Steering Committee will have some guidance as to the type of 
Council that would be desirable. 


There was general agreement to the suggestion. 


12. Recommendation from Steering Committee on Holding Final 
Examinations in the Last Week of Classes (ASC 80-2-D4) . 


The Chairman explained that Steering Committee had examined 
once again the question of not holding final examinations in 
the last week of classes in the light of the recommendation 

in the Ombudsmen's report that the policy be respected. 

Dr. Chaikelson said that the prime consideration that resulted 
in the recommendation before Council was that the academic 
term, itself, was short and Steering Committee had great 
difficulty in putting forward any motion that tended to 
shorten, yet again, the academic session. 


It was moved and seconded (Scheinberg/Habib) that Council 
reaffirm the policy of not holding final examinations or tests 
in the last week of classes in any term. 


Following a lengthy discussion on the topic the question was 
called on the motion and was CARRIED. 


The Chairman announced that the urgent items on the agenda 
had been dealt with so it would not be necessary to hold a 
meeting on March 14. 
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13. Mature Student Entry (ASC 80-3-D3) 


Dr. Chaikelson suggested that a time-limit (to 4:55 p.m.) be placed 
on the item at this meeting and to place it on the next 

agenda so that Council need not rush its decision on the 

document. She explained that the report on Mature Student 

Entry (ASC 80-3-D3) had been developed by the University 

Curriculum Coordinating Committee and that it would be sent 

to Senate after having been reviewed by Councils. She noted 

that the Mature Student Centre had not been consulted in the pro- 
duction of the document prior to the preparation of the 

final version. 


Prof. Mary Brian, Associate Director of the Mature Student 
Centre, replied that the Centre had just met to discuss the 
report and that their concerns were threefold: 1) that core 
requirement be clearly and unambiguously enunciated; 2) trans- 
itional structures;and 3) a general concern that if the docu- 
ment is implemented there be a systematic and intelligent 
periodic review of implications. 


Mr. Martin stressed the urgency at this point in time for 
establishing requirements for admission to certificate 
programmes. 


It was suggested that the Mature Student Centre should 

submit a report to Council on their position with regard to 
the U.C.C.C. document. Also, it was concluded that the 
Curriculum Committee should prepare a paper for the next 
meeting of Council since Asst. Dean Adley has done work on 
prerequisites for entry to certificate programmes. The Chair- 
man added that she would be pleased to circulate reports 

from departments if any are received prior to the next meeting.
